McKeon Guilty on Two Counts, 
Found Innocent on Three Others 


“ 
w S ye Dulles Predicts 
Suez Crisis 
Will Be Settled 


Believes Moral, 
Not Military 
Forces W ill Prevail 


Awaits Decision 
On Sentence by 
7-Officer Court 


PARRIS ISLAND, S. C. IPI - 
S-Sgt. Matthew C. McKeon await­ 
ed today the decision of a seven- 
officer court of battle-tested vet­ 
erans as to whether he is a good 
enough Marine to be kept in the 
Corps. 
The court found him guilty Fri­ 
day night of two of the five counts 
against him and innocent of the 
other three for the drowning of 
six recruits during the April 8th 
“ death march.” It convenes today 
to hear arguments of the defense 
counsel that sentence should be 
light. 
* 
Then it goes back into closed 
session and returns with a single 
sentence. 
As to 
that sentence, 
chief defense counsel Emile Zola 
Berman said: 
“ I’m not appealing anything if 
this boy is kept in the corps. He’s 
a good Marine.” 
Stiff Sentence Possible 
McKeon could get a maximum 
sentence of three years in prison 


at hard labor, reduction in rank 
to private, dishonorable discharge 
after the confinement and forfei­ 
ture of all pay and allowances. 
He was convicted of drinking in 
violation of regulations. 
Two of 
the sergeants who drank vodka 
with him that tragic day have been 
convicted and sentenced to a rank 
reduction of one stripe. 
In the other guilty finding, the 
court reduced the charge of man­ 
slaughter to negligent homicide. 
This meant that the court thought 
he caused the deaths by simple 
negligence, without exercise of due 
care, 
rather 
than by culpable 
negligence. 
But nobody around this fam­ 
ed Marine recruit training depot 
thought he would get anything like 
the maximum. 
Indeed, there will 
be long faces among the non-com­ 
missioned officers if he does not 
get off extremely lightly.

Three power talks in London. 
He predicted that the proposed 
24-nation conference Aug. 16 will 
succeed in settling the Suez crisis 
in a manner acceptable to Egypt

France on the other.

fails?—Dulles said: 
“Will Not Fail”

places a measure previously veto­ 
ed by Mr. Eisenhower on grounds 
that Congress exceeded its consti­ 
tutional limits in requiring con­ 
gressional clearance for some mis­ 
sile and housing programs. 
In Mr. Eisenhower’s action Fri­ 
day, he took no note of the fact 
that the new bill imposed some 
strings on the huge program. The 
measure provides that no military 
housing project can be started un­ 
til 180 days after the House and 
Senate armed services committees 
give the Defense Department a go­ 
ahead sooner. 
The President also signed bills 
that would: 


—Provide for the burial of an 
unknown soldier of the Korean War 
alongside his comrades of World 
Wars I and ll in Arlington National 
Cemetery. 
—Increase from $15 billfbn to $3 
billion the amount available for 
trading surplus U. S. farm prod­ 
ucts for foreign currencies. 
The 
money will go to the Commodity 
Credit Corp. to pay for the surplus 
crops. 
—Extend U. S. participation in 
the international wheat agreement 
ment provides for sale of 132 mil­ 
lion bushels of U, S. wheat to for­ 
eign users this year for from $1.50 
to $2 a bushel. 
—Extend for two years a $378 
million program of federal aid for 
until July 31, 1959. The 1956 agree- 
schools in areas crowded by de­ 
fense and military activities.

But some political experts con­ 
tend that there are good reasons 
why the Democratic nominee “es­ 
pecially if it is Adlai Stevenson— 
might want to keep hands-off the 
vice presidential choice this time. 
Stassen Pushes Campaign 
Other political developments: 
—Harold E. Stassen moved into 
New York to push his campaign 
to draft Gov. Christian Herter of 
Massachusetts for the GOF vice 
presidency. Stassen said he is “con­ 
fident that if the Republican party 
and the President wish Governor 
Herter as the nominee he can be 
drafted.’ 
—GOP national committeeman 
Ralph H. Bunnell said in Winches­ 
ter, Mass., there is “no plan among 
Massachusetts delegates” to place 
Herter’s name in nomination for 
vice president. 
However, he said, 
some of the Republican convention 
delegates “feel strongly about Her­ 
ter’’ and there is a chance one of 
them may put up his name.

Farmland Values 
Show Stability 
Farm real estate values in Illi­ 
nois seem to have sta b ilized , ac­ 
cording to Professor C. L. Stewart, 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 
Citing a recent report 
by the United States Department 


o f 
Agriculture, Stewart pointed 
out that average land prices in 
Illinois did not change from last 
November to March. 
Prices in other midwest states 
were also quite stable during this 
period. 
There was no change in 
prices in Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 
Land price* declined 
one percent in Minnesota and Io­ 
wa and two percent in Missouri 
but crept up two percent in Ohio. 
For the United States as a whole, 
farm real estate values increased 
one percent from November to 
March. 
Since 1950, farmland values have 
increased 38 percent in Illinois, 
50 percent in Indiana, 51 percent 
in Ohio, 27 percent in Missouri, 
and 25 percent in Iowa. 
Compared with 1920, the high 
I year after W’orld War 1» recent 
prices for farmland were up 61 
percent in Indiana, 58 percent in 
Ohio, and 40 percent in Illinois, 
but they were six percent less in 
Missouri and seven percent less in 
Iowa. 
Professor Stewart listed several 
I facts that have lifted and sustained 
; prices of farmland in spite of the 
decline in farm income: 
I. 
Many people see in farmland 


j a safe, long-term investment. 
| 
2. 
Larger farms have become 
necessary to make profitable use 
of modern machinery and farm ­ 
e r’s own labor. 
3. 
In many areas there is a 
strong demand for farmland for 
residential, industrial and commer­ 
cial developments and for high­ 
ways and other nonfarm uses. 
4. 
Returns from farmland sold 
at good prices for nonfarm uses 
often supply money for the pur­ 
chase of other farmland, even in 
a tight land market. 
5. 
There is a strong demand 
for part-time and residential farm s 
in many areas. 
6. 
Many persons wish to leave 
an estate consisting of farmland 
rather than other property that is 
less well adapted to serving mem­ 
bers of a family in succession. 
7. 
Relatively small amounts of 
farm land have been offered for 
sale in recent years. 
Both federal and state university 
economists 
put heavy emphasis 
on the need to increase farm size. 
It seems necessary to some oper­ 
ators who want to reduce unit 
costs without making an additional 
investm ent 
in 
machinery 
and 
equipment. In some cases, Stewart 
said, tenants encourage their land­ 
lords to acquire neighboring ac­ 
reage for them to farm. The United 
States Department of Agriculture 
reports that the desire of farm ­ 
ers to get larger base acreages and 
marketing 
quotas for price-sup­ 
ported crops also helps to main­ 
tain a strong demand for farm ­ 
land.

U. S. Steel Corp., which signaled 
the official end of the walkout by 
signing a three-year “ no strike” 
contract 
Friday night, 
recalled i 
maintenance crews

and promised a “ full steam ” bat­ 
tle back to top production. 
Spokesmen for the country’s No. 
I steel producer said U. S. Steel’s 
production 
comeback 
would be 
geared to reach full capacity in 
from two to three weeks with all 
186.000 employes back in the mills. 
“ Open hearth production should 
be about 75 per cent of total ca ­ 
pacity a week hence,” a state­ 
ment from U. S. Steel said. “And 
by the end of two weeks produc­ 
tion should be at 90 per cent.” 
However, Big Steel said the race 
toward capacity production after 
the second week “ will be relative­ 
ly slow.” 
The end of thtf walkout was ex­ 
pected to be accompanied by the 
announcement of price increases 
in steel by the various firms, pos­ 
sibly as early as next week.

of her forces. 
The admiral 
said Japan will 
“have to settle for herself what 
she will need for a balanced force,” 
I but added that “ no reduction of 
forces should be considered light­ 
ly.”
